Still  going  strong,  the  Decatur  Yellow 
Jackets  came  through  with  another  victory 
by  handing  the  Portland  Panthers  a  13-0 
setback.  Nearly  1,400  fans  were  present  to 
^ee  the  Jackets  come  to  life  the  second  half 
after  a  scoreless  first  half.

Ihe  Yellow  Jackets  Backetball  team  under  the  capable  di- 
rection of  Bob  Worthman  and  Deane  Dorwin  started  the  '48-49 
season  with  a  close  game  in  which  they  defeated  the  Geneva 
Cardinals  in  an  overtime,  49-47.
